How seldom can two such commemorations go togeth­ 
er ! 
W ars create debt ; peace and economy extinguish 
them. 
T he laurelled general shines in the career of 
arms that loads his country with debt ; the civil states­ 
man pays oil the encumbrance of military glory. 
How 
great, then, the felicity of him who, uniting in his own 
person the functions of general and statesm an, pays oft' 
in peace the debt ol w a r!— (Immense and long pro­ 
tracted appt mse.) 
How many great nations, at this 
moment, illustrated by victories, are yet loaded down 
with debt, and with taxes ? 
Our Am erica, young, free, 
vigorous, is the grand and solitary exception !— (A p ­ 
plause.) 
H er national debt has ceased to exist ! 
T he 
debt ot two wars is paid oft’! 
A nd this beneficent con­ 
summation takes place under the civil administration of 
him , whose career, connecting itself with both wars, 
furnishes the most brilliant event of our military annuls. 
( Great applause.) 
The national debt is p a id ! 
Ib is month ol January, 1835, in the 58th year o f the 
Republic, A N D REW JA CKSO N being President, the 
N A IIO N A L D LB T IS PA ID ! and the apparition, so 
long unseen on earth, a great nation, without a national 
debt ! stands revealed to the astonished vision of a won­ 
dering w orld! 
(Great cheering !) 
A t home, this 
great, and rare, event, the consummation of all hopes, 
the exultation ol all hearts, is also tfie admonition to 
sacred duties! 
(Heard hear!) 
It admonishes to the 
practise id economy ! 
the reduction of burthens! 
(Cheers!) 
Abroad, it is the exhibition of pow er! a 
nation without debt, exhibits in the very fact of that dis- 
encumbrance, the imposing force of a hundred thousand 
men in arms ! and a hundred line-of-battle ships at sea! 
(Great applause.)' And 1 say this, not for effect on 
impending circumstances, but for the truth of the senti­ 
ment, and the propriety of the occasion ; for there is 
nothing in the aspect of our political horoscope «o au­ 
thorize the calculations which imply the want of fleets 
and arm ies,— nothing to excite the apprehensions of the 
timid,— nothin to justify the machinations of the insidi­ 
ous ! 
(G reat cheering!) 
Gentlemen, my heart is in this double celebration ; 
and 1 offer you a sentim ent, which, coming direct from 
my own bosom, vviii find its response in jours.

V. hen the upplause with which Mr Benton’s toast 
was received had subsided, the regular toasts were an­ 
nounced by the Chairman of the Committee of Arrange­ 
ments, as follows : 
J. Our National Independence. 
Shadowed forth 
by the heroism of our fathers at Bunker Hill ; con- 


jealous regard for national honor. 
5. Our Revolutionary Debt. 
It produced our N a­ 
tional Independence. 
Public virtue has extinguished 
the former, and preserved the latter. 
A fter the above sentiment had been drank, owing to 
the relationship of the Hon. Mr P o l k , of Tennessee, 
to the Treasury Departm ent, as Chairman o f the 
Committee o f W ays and Means in the House o f 
Representatives, he was called upon from the Chair 
for a sentiment. 
W hereupon, Mr P o l k rose and ad­ 
dressed the meeting. 
T he day of the final payment of the national debt, 
(said Mr P o lk ,) must be a day of national rejoicing ! 
The only nationul debt that now remains, is that debt 
of gratitude we owe to those who established and those 
who sustained our national freedom. 
W e hail the ex­ 
tinguishment at so early a period of the public debt 
created by two wars, the one to purchase, tiie other to 
preserve and protect public liberty, as the result o f a 
wise, economical, and patriotic administration of the 
public affairs. 
It is known, that under the operatioii of 
our laws, the sinking fund had for «orne years gradually 
and annu illy reduced the amount of debt ; but the merit 
is due to this Administration of having accomplished its 
total extinction at a much earlier period, than could have 
been practicable, if the policy o f the administration 
which immediately preceeded had continued to prevail. 
T he speedy payment of the debt is known to have been 
a leading and favorite object with the existing Adminis­ 
tration, from the moment it came into power. 
T o ef­ 
fect it, it is known that the Executive branch of the 
Government has, on more than one occasion, withheld 
his constitutional sanction from bills o f appropriation for 
objects, either unnecessary, or in violation of the consti­ 
tution. 
H e has, by thus interposing, secured to the 
Treasury, and made available for the payment o f the 
public debt, within the six years of his Administration, 
more than ten millions of dollars. 
This may he seen 
by turning to the hills appropriating money upon which 
the Executive veto has been placed. 
A single one of 
these— that which proposed to abstract from the T reas­ 
ury, and thus render unavailable for the reduction or 
payment of the debt, the net proceeds of one o f the 
richest sources of public revenue, alone amounts within 
the two years it would have operated, to more than 
half that large amount. 
By the Executive interposition 
a check was given to appropriations for similar objects, 
and they were not proposed by Congress,— and thus a 
much larger amount secured to the Treasury and ap­ 
plied to the payment of the debt. 
Had the wild, indiscriminate, and extravagant schemes 
of Internal Improvement, to say nothing of other objects 
of wasteful expenditure fuvored by Mr A dam s’s admin­ 
istration not been checked, who is there that believes, 
we would tliis day he celebrating the payment o f the 
debt? 
If no change of policy had taken place, who is 
there that can tell, whether in this generation, the event 
we this day celebrate would have happened? 
W ho 
can tell whether all our resources and abundant rev­ 
enues not wanted lor necessary expenditures of Govern­ 
ment, might not have been wasted ; the Treasury an­ 
nually exhausted, and a permanent public debt have 
been fixed upon the nation ? 
W ithout unjustly detract­ 
ing therefore from the just merit of the administrations 
which have preceded it, it is certainly due to this ad­ 
ministration to say that by ils wise policy, it has hasten­ 
ed and happily consummated this auspicious result ; a 
result, second in importance, to none which marks the 
annals of any other country m the world. 
W e cele­ 
brate it, gentlemen, on the anniversary of that proudest 
victory ot our arms over a foreign enem y, in that war 
waged to maintain our national honor and national 
rights. 
W e celebrate it too, gentlemen, immediately 
after that most signal triumph of democracy over an in­ 
testine, but more insidious and uot less dangerous ene­ 
my to public liberty— that organized aristocracy o f as­ 
sociated wealth recently found in close alliance with 
disappointed political aspirants, who had Ireen ri-jected 
by the people ; seeking by their combined forces to 
overawe, to rule and control, the regular and constitu­ 
tional action of the Government itself. 
Upon what 
more appropriate occasion than this anniversary, with 
which it is so happily associated, could we celebrate so 
great and so unprecedented an event in the history of 
nations ! 
T he payment of the debt at this early period, 
may be regarded as the consummation ol* that signal 
success of this administration, which has marked its 
progress at every step and in all its great measures, 
sustained as it has been by the approving voice oi the 
great body of our people. 
Freed from debt ; with 
abundant revenues to meet all the wants of Government; 
relieved from the overshadowing and corrupting influ­ 
ence of a moneyed corporation that has sought to sap 
and undermine the public liberty ; in no apprehension 
from foreign enemies ; and with a country enjoying 
at this moment, a higher state o f prosperity than at 
any former period, may we not, on an occasion like 
this, be permitted to felicitate ourselves and the great 
republican party of which Wo are members, for the sup­ 
port we and they have strictly given to a course of pub­ 
lic measures, which have produced these great results. 
It is unnecessary, gentlemen, for me to detain you 
in dilating further upon the great events which have 
called us together. 
This announcement is always suffi­ 
cient to call forth our mutual congratulations.

Mr W a y n e , Chaiman o f the Committee on Foreign 
Relations, was called upoa for a response to the above

lie addressed the company as follows

Mr W a y w e arose, and in a few brief rem arks, vin­ 
dicated the Administration from the ctarge of having 
presented to Congress our relations with France iu any 
manner which was calculated to lead to w ar, which 
was expressive of its desire for w ar, or which could 
justify France in a further refusal to execute the treaty. 
Ho also vindicated the President from the insinuation 
which had become current within a day or two, upon 
the authority of a public document, ofhaviog asked for 
any delegation of power which admitted o f a constitu­ 
tional argument upon 
the manner 111 which Congress 
could exercise the right of making reprisals. 
T he Pres­ 
ident hud not asked for such a delegation o f power.— 
T here was not a sentence in the message which would 
fairly hear such a construction. 
T he President had 
given a plain narrative o f our relations with France, 
growing out of the treaty, subsequently’Tblts 1‘arification, 
and he recommended a resort to reprisals as a rneusure 
of redress, when the refusal of the French Government
